A Fall and Complete Account of the
Firth Aannal Commencement

of the Lccsbttrg Pali
Jlo Schools.

Lsbsburo, 0., Jnno 7th, 1888.
Tho fifth annual commencement ol

the public Bchools of this placo occupied
the attention of some flvo hundred of
ourettlzens this evening. Tho event ns
a .whole was a complete success, satis-

factory to all, and a clean, well rendered
object lesson representing the progress
in educational matters of which neither
peoplo, class nor teacher need be
ashamed. Tho earnest concern for the
right education of tho young and the gen-

erous, hearty support of the teachers on
the part of thepublio; the growing inter-
est among the pupils themselves in tho
schools ; tho diligence, zeal and desiro
to make a successful showing on tho
part of Professor Ferguson and his as-

sistants, all pass beforo the eyo and
thought as one sits through these annu-
al commencement scenes the crystal-ize- d

blossom of things precious beneath
the surface, incentives to the young to
labor, and stimulants to a laudablo de-

siro to bo and to do something. Those
commencement exercises are wholesome
healthful signs of tho times and no ono
need fear for the robust mental and
moral growth of tho young so long as
these strong elements enter into the
public school system. Those who niako
teaching a business nre of a class taking
high grade in morals intellectually and
and all things pertaining to the onward
and upward growth that belongs to our
institutions: and it follows that the
children of each generation, becoming
the mon and women of the next, will
havo been well' and truly taught.

Scats for these exercises wore .placed
on salo at 7 a. m. Juno 2d and in three
hours every ono was sold. Mr. W. T.
Davis, at whoso place of business tho
tickets of admission were to bo sold, on
going to his storo on the morning stated
iound a crowd of anxious buyers on the
sidewalk, waiting for an opportunity to
secure first choice. Until the last place
was taken ho had no tlmo for selling

, drugs., WhoaaU.were .taken many, peo-

ple went away sorrowful and many or-

ders for seats had to be roturned. It is
behoved that fully twice as many could
have been sold had tho capacity of our
little opera houso been equal to tho de-

mand for admission. To tho credit of
our people very little speculation in ad-

mission tickets was indulged in.
Tho exercises wore billed to commence

at 8 o'clock, but it was 8:46 beforo all tho
scats were occupied and the programme
was entered into by the Orchestra Quin-
tet. Tho class of '88 wero in their places,
"pale but determined"; the school
choir, efficiently led by Prof. Ewing,
followed with on anthem. Tho very
appropriate and feeling invocation of
Rev. Pumphrey was followed by a solo
by Mr. George' Hodson, which tried his
mellow, flexible voice in its full com-

pass. Mr. Hodson surprised even his
friends by this, his first oppearanco
among us as a soloist.

Mr. Alfred McVey defined "Life" and
Its purposes, and was immediately fol-

lowed by Miss Leonore Fausch in an
ssay in which she took for a text tho

old and ever new heart sentiment, "fie
U ever so humble, there is no place liko
homo," from tho song of the homeless
poet. "Home, tho center of tho affec-

tions," was her thomo. Then while the
notes of the orchestra swelled through
tho hall tho peoplo craned their com-

placent necks to get a view of tho gifts
of flowers and books that were abund-
antly lavished upon the brave twain
who had so well earned them. When
tho last strains of the music and the last
of tho gifts were simultaneously laid,
Mr. Charles Anders very pleasantly and
clearly demonstrated that energy and
push, as opposed to chance, are tho
right means to obtain opportunities and
that to bo prepared by making intelli-
gent effort is hotter than mero luck.

Tho essay of Miss I.lzzlo Thurman,
which followed, illustrated somo of the
weak points in human nature ; of people
who, as mere imitators, follow the de-

mands of Mrs. Grundy, no mattor how
weak or silly, with tho Bamo zeal and
with as little profitable result as when
tho young at play try to follow tho lead-

er who says, "Simon says, thumbs up,
down," or "wiggle-waggle.- " More

well.
Tho orchestra volunteered an excel-

lent selection whilo the ushers collected
the gifts for the last two essayists, -- and
the children sang tho "Sailors' Chorus,"
aftor which camo tho address of Prof. N.
H. Ghaney, principal of the schools in
Washington 0. II., which lor terse,
clean-cut- , common gumption, well said
and earnestly meant, rather surpassed

any like address your correspond-
ent has of late years had tho pleas-
ure of hearing. There is sot space here
to give an outline of Prof. Chaney's ad-

dress. Its very originality, Its almost
Indignant kicking over of half-hearte- d

conventionalities iu.the matter of class
addresses, the uncompromising honesty
and red hot vim and outspokenness of
the young Professor created a desire to
hear him again. He ought to write a
book and explain to tho world what is
evidently not in place to explain in a
class address. For instance, hie demand
that "public schools shall ceaso to be
the servants of crime," and his surpris-
ing statomont that the "public schools
are turning out too many impure pu-

pils," voryjnuch imply the need of an
explanation.

After the class address camo the
musical gem ot the occasion. It was a
regular diamond stud fixed in tho bosom
of this seat, clean, "white" occasion.
Reference h hero made to tho quartette
song "Come Where the Murmuring
Brooklet Flows." Brother Pumphrey
may havo had some qualms about being
caught and put in as wheel horse in a
rattling team of four hummers, but the
way he drops in tho proper tones after a
rest and trills the semiquavers shows
that ho has not only "been thar," but
that ho can sing liko tho very mis-

chief. Thero is something very musical
about this song and the four seem so
woll to understand each other' that they
ought by all means keep up tho practice.
Seldom can thero be found four voices
so well suited to each other as these are.
Mrs. Syfred's and Mrs. King's voices
harmonize beautifully in soprano and
mezzo-sopran- o parts, while Mr. Hodson
has a very sweet tenor tone and Rev.
Pumphrey has an exceptionally fino and
strong natural baritone. Every body
votes for this quartet. .

To the young graduates, everything
contributed to the great fact to them
that it was their day and hour ; for their
sakes all these interested people had
collectedj jfor them affection --tapplled
all these gifts, and they obtained the
kindly sympathies of every person the
best wishes and "God speed." They
acquitted themselves well . Their essays
wero all excellent and their gentle, dig-

nified deportment compelled tho respect
of all.

Miss Fannie Johnson deserves great
crodit for tho skillful and acceptable
manner in which sho performed the
very difficult task of pianist. Few places
aro harder to fill nono over filled it
hotter.

Prof. Ewing mado an excellent show-
ing in the music of his choir.

Prof. Ferguson, it is needless to say,
has added new laurols to his well wrought
wreath by the complete success in every
respect of this annual commencement.
His address on presenting the diplomas
was characteristic of the man, full of the
kindliest sentiments, sensible admoni-
tion and proper advice given with tact.

Tho Alma Mater cherishes these six
children of hers as the peers of any in
manhood and young womanhood, not
surpassed by any in scholarly standing;
equal to any in all things that promise
well; for her sake they will cherish
whatever things are true, honest, just,
pure, lovely and of good report.

Editors NewS-Heral- : Wo are still

sojourning among tho "Pukes," as your
head-line- s to my last mado mo say.
And after mora than two weeks' sojourn
among them truth compels mo to say
that, though their popular cognomen is
not the most classic, yet they are a hos-

pitable, entcrprislngind Intelligent peo-

ple, inhabiting as fine a country as tho
sun Bhines upon. They have good soil,
good water and a good climate. They
have had a good season so far this year,
and corn and wheat, their two groat
staples, look woll. In a rldo of five or
six miles into tho country yesterday I
saw somo of the best Molds of wheat I
have seen for somo years, and they were
big fields too, a good many of them.
Some fields will be ready for the reaper
in two weeks or less. Some of the corn
is knee-hig- h.

The prospect for fruit is goodbutlhey
tell me not so good as it was last year.
They made a good thing out of their ap-

ples last year, as they had a big crop and
big prices both in tho same season.
They aro shipping a great many straw-
berries norjth from here now. We havo
been in tho midst of tho strawberry sea-

son for a month or moro, moving north
as the berries ripen. And as wo expect
to go to Illinois by the time they aro
gone hero we will certainly got our full
share of that luxury for ono season at
least.

In my last letter I gavo you a short
account of the town, its resources, etc.,
but having since been put In possession
ot further information I will will give
you some further statistics of the town
and of Jasper county.

Jasaer is the third county in the Slate
in population. It has a school fund of
$220,257,74. Has 170 school rooms occu-

pied; school enumeration 12,202. In
1880 it produced, of lead 13,400,573
pounds, value $331 ,027.00; zinc, 03,777,-35- 3

pouHds, value $005,551. Has 16

flouring mills, daily capacity 1,045 bar-

rels. Wheat in 1 887 estimated at 1,500,-00- 0

bushels, corn 2,000,000 bushels.
County has no debt. Average State,
county and school tax, $1.33 per $100.

Carthage was depopulated during the
war, but now has a population of 10,000.
Has tho largest lime and stone works in
the State. Daily capacity of tho limo
works, 800 barrels. Has two woolen
mills, one of which is second largest in
thoStato. Doily capacity, 2,500 yards.
Has five flouring mills with' daily capac-

ity of 875 barrels. Employs 25 teaciiers
in tho public schools. Value of school
property, $180,000. Carthage Collegiate
Instituo is located here, and two other
private schools. Purlng 1887 there wero
212,002 quarts of borries shipped
from this placo. Fruit ovaporator uses
700 bushels of apples per day. During
1880 Carthage'shlpped 21,000 bushels of
apples. Carthago employs in her man-facturi-

establishments 634 hands.
Weekly pay roll $4,528. Aftor saying
that Carthago is acknowledged to be the
prettiest city in the State, I will close,
lest I might be suspected of having bcon
hired to boom the town, or that I havo
real estate for salo here, neither of which
would be true.

AN OPEN LETTER

To the Editor of the JUlisboro Gazette.

Sir: In your Issuo of last week you
mado tho assertion editorially Hint the
Socioty for tho Suppression of Mustek
was considering a proposition to expel
mo from its membership for reasons
which you givo In detail.

All over the world women and children
aro working for the Centennial Expo-
sition.

And wliyf I hear you ask, incredu-
lously.

Because the Centennial Commissioners
have opened a department exclusively for
tho exhibition ot women's and children's
work, nnd have solicited specimens from
ono end of the world to the other. No
woman is barred out, whether sho live
nmonft tho mountains ot Switzerland,
the dreary steppes ot Russia, the vino-yard- s

of Italy or tho sunny fields of
France, Tho greater number of exhibi-
tors, however, will naturally be from our
own broad land, and will Include resi-
dents from every Statu from Maine to
Mexico. Tho most energetic promoters
ot this good work aro tho women of tho
Northwest Territory, for to them tho
Centennial Exposition ivt Cincinnati has
an especial significance.

This department is entirely distinct
from tho scientific and educational ex-

hibits, in which ulso women will bear a
distinguished part.

Tho former class will include only
those things made with n woman's hand
or by tho dimpled fingers of some dear
child. Among thorn will bo found ox- -

qulslto bits of needlework, art embroid-
eries that would rival tho looms of Ant-
werp and Brussels, laco that might havo
been spun by fairies on 's

eve, wonderful pieces of embroidery,
choice examples of button-hol- e ttitch and
hemstitching, darning so Hue it Is an em-

bellishment rather than a detriment, nnd
specImei'H of nil tho other stitches that
women know.

Then, of course, thoro will be tho usual
collections of faded samples and patch-wor- l:

quilts that wero tho glory of our
grandmothers.

In painting, cither ou pottery, canvas
or silk, theio will bo nn Interesting col-

lection, together with spoclmrus of pen
and Ink work.

In tho more practical arts tlero will
bo specimens of machine sewing, type-
writing, telegraphy, bead work, feather
work, designing, music composing and in- -

ventivo work, especially In appliances for
tho nursery, the hospital and for asylums.

In all, ninety different kinds of women's
work will bo represented. At tho begin-
ning of tho century only forty different
ways of earning u living wuro open to
women; tho Centonulal anni-
versary, fluds tho number moro than
doubled.

Tho children's exhibit will include
every sort of toy or utensil made or used
by chlldreu from a rattlo to a rocking-hors-

They will all bo there, everything
necessary to tho health and happiness of
childhood. This exhibit Is not to bo seen
every day, and tho children will go wild
over it.

Littlo Lord Fauntlcroy, in his velvet
coat and Prlnco Charles collar, will have
)iis heart full when he sees these treas-
ures, and Little Miss Fluttor, in her
white frock and big bluo sash, will dauco
up and down with delight.

THE CHILDREN'S HOME.

HOW CINCINNATI PROVIDES FOR IN-

DIGENT CHILDREN,

And From the Itnnki of Wnnt and Crlmo
Pluck Out the Unfortunato Waif and
Molds Therefrom Good and TTortby
Citizen and lletter Wives.

"Tls education forms tho common mind,
Jtut as tho twig is bent the tree's inclined."
The wiso training of a child is tho

surest method of producing a good citi-
zen. What is always tho best course to
be adopted cannot bo Judged,, feut it is
without contradiction that great progress
is made by affording protection to a child
from ovll, whether of want or crime.

Tho Children's Home, of Cincinnati,
was foundod in 1804, and within tha
twenty-thre- e years of its existence 10,873
children havo been cared for and 2,608
surrendered to tho Homo and placed in
homes.

The general object of tho Homo is to
amcltorato and olevato the condition of
unfortunate children by procuring for tho
homeless aud destitute committed to it
country homes, where they will be
trained in habits ot industry nuA receive
a sultnblo English qducntlon, by caring
for such children as long ns they remain
in tl:j Institution, and by alTotdlng tem-
porary homes to poor children, whose
pnrcnts, thus aided, may be euablcd in a
short tlmo to support them, nnd, in gen
eral, to engage in such other charitable
and religious wotk as tho trustees, may
from time tb tlmo elect.

Tho Children's Homo building is a
palatial brick structure, situated upon
Ninth street, west, between Plum street

mltfif InM ft
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and Central avenue, and opposite the sito
ot the new City Hall building, now lu
process of erection. Tho cost of nho
building and grounds was not less than
(200,000, and in its erection tho trustees
aimed to mako it adequate to the increas-
ing necessities and domands in tho growth
of the city for timo to como.

Tho organization comprises flvo de-

partments: A boys', with two largo dor-
mitories and a lnrgo play-roo- a girls',
with dormitory nnd play-roo- ;a nursery,
a department for day children nnd tho
hospital. In addition to these thero is
also a kindergarten for thoso children
who aro not old enough to attend public
schools, tho older ones being required to
attend tho public schools, Tho system ot
religious instruction is common to all
creeds, no sectarian feeling existing at
the home.

Children aro admitted In threo ways
temporarily, by day nnd by surrender.
In tho first Instance they nro the chlldreu
ot parents unfortunate by sickness or
disaster, or from any cause, other than
neglect, worthlessuess or crime. In such
instance, however, children aro admitted
until provision can 'bo mado for them or
the parents aro induced to surrender
them. And again tho Homo is a means
of tomporary refuge for lost children. In
tho second iustnnco children can be left

,
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in tho caro of the homo during tho day
by worthy mothers or parents who nro
compelled to work out and have no suit-
able oare for them except at night, and
In tho lust iustnnco children by surrender
aro tho waifs, homeless entirely, from
any cause whatsoever.

And a very Important point, moreover,
whenever n child goes from this institu-
tion It carries along tho samo watchful-
ness, sympathy aud protection until it is
ablo to stand or must fall, and tho report
for 18S7 gives not a single Instance of
failure for that year.

Thero are other numerous features in-

troduced lu tho workings ot tho Children's
ItoiSo. Tho photograph of each child Is
taken and a record kept ot Us life from
tho tlmo it was received,

with n circulation ot 0,000, Its contribu-
tors aro equal to thoso ot any publication
for children in tho luml, and Its editorial
manager 1b Miss Sara M. Hnughton.
